However, some confusion

“ Notice of a 
meeting must be posted for 
at least 72 hours preceding 


the day of the meeting, 
except 
that 
in 
c a s e 
of 
em ergency or urgent public 
necessity, which shall 
be 
expressed in the notice, it 
shall be sufficient if notice is 
posted two hours before the 
meeting is convened.” 
The law goes on to state 
that 
in the event 
of

e m e rg e n c y 
m eetin g , 
all 
interested news media must 
be informed of the meeting.

slope. It would sweep a child 
40 feet into the air after he 
jumped off the top of the hill.

He believed in obedi­ 
ence and spanking and in­ 
sisted 
on 
independent, 
responsible behavior at an 
early age. 
One son sailed his own 
small boat all over the sound 
before he was into his teens. 
Another boy was only

years old when he super­

Uncle Charles tended to 
withdraw when there were a 
lot of relatives in the house. 
Once, he asked a group of 
children to tell him ghost 
stories, but he walked out of 
the room when we couldn’t 
come up with good enough 
tales.

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Crime Fight Spreads 


But Public Concern is Lacking 


Editor’s Note: This is one 
of a 12-part series of stories 
on crime, gathered by the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety.) 


A U S T IN — O r g a n iz e d 
crime is a statewide problem 
in Texas and is being fought 
on a statewide battlefront, 
whether it involves small­ 
time, home-grown crim e 
rings or syndicates with Big- 
Mafia connections. 
L a w 
e n f o r c e m e n t 
au th o rities 
throughout 
Texas 
are 
quick 
to 
acknowledge that organized 
crim e 
recognizes 
no 
geographical 
barriers nor 
census limitations. It exists 
in major metropolitan areas 
and smaller cities--and even 
in 
rural 
areas 
near 
population centers. 
Crime fighters are often 
accused of making “ small” 
arrests while the big fish 
swim free. 
Top authorities concede 
this is a problem but they are 
not conceding that it cannot 
be confronted. They have 
asked 
for tougher, 
more 
enforceable laws allowing 
them 
to 
weed 
out 
the 
“ trainees” and get at the 
bosses who engineer multi- 
million-dollar criminal ac­ 
tivities in Texas. 
But 
they 
re a liz e -and 
emphasize--that all the state 
statutes, all the taxpayer 
dollars, all the surveillances 


and intelligence data, leaks 
and 
leads 
will 
not 
stop 
organized 
crim e 
from 
making big money in Texas. 
“ Stronger laws work only 
in a climate of public con­ 
cern,” said Governor Dolph 
Briscoe. “ Many people have 
a 
tolerant 
view of 
‘vic­ 
timless’ 
crimes-bookma- 
k in g , 
p o r n o g r a p h y , 
prostitution. Yet all of us are 
victimized by these crimes, 
because the rakeoff to the 
racketeers enables them to 
expand 
their 
illegal 
operations and in filtrate 
legitimate businesses and 
labor activities as well.” 
Police officials echo the 
a governor’s concern over 
public attitudes. 
“ I don’t think most people 
realize 
how deeply book­ 
making goes. They think a 
bookmaker is a nice guy who 
provides a service. This nice 
guy, once he gets his ‘line,’ 
has entered into business 


with a big syndicate. Sud­ 
denly this ‘good old boy’ is 
doing business with some 
people who are not such good

automobiles, how long will it 
be before the consumer is

Current 
retail 
costs 
are: $60 for an AM car radio; 
$125 for an AM-FM com­ 
bination; and $200 for an 
AM-FM stereo set. There is 
no promise that the forced 
addition of FM capability 
will reduce the added cost of 
FM . 
Many people worry about 
the 
economics 
of 
F M 
stations. FM became a radio 
braodcasting medium in 
1946. Within IO years, 546 FM 
stations were authorized. In 
1974 
there are 3,175 FM 
stations operating and 331 
applications pending for new 
stations. The revenue for FM 
stations 
in 
1973 
was 
estim ated to gross $200 
million. This was a 33 per­ 
cent 
increase in revenue 
over 1972, which was the 
greatest revenue growth of 
any broadcasting medium in 
the U. S. In April, the Justice 
Departm ent 
commented 
that FM could “ succeed on 
its own 
m ertis 
without 
requiring interference with 
consumer choices of radio 
receivers.” 
I am reminded of the early 
days of the automobile.

He gave the 
consumer little choice and 
its what we are again doing 
with 
this 
All 
Channel 
legislation. 
Congress 
has 
already 
taken upon itself to redesign 
and regulate automobile 
production. We have defined 
the size of the gasoline spout, 
redesigned 
the 
motor, 
required more steel to go 
into the body, and enforced 
the installation of seat belts 
and interlock systems. 
All America is tiring of the 
legislative process here in 
Congress, where we 
feel 
called upon to make every 
decision for the folks back 
home. 
The bill’s purpose is not to 
give citizens an opportunity 
to have an AM-FM radio. Its 
message is that, if you want 
to buy a radio, you must buy 
an 
AM -FM 
combinaton. 
Some people cannot afford 
the extra cost of FM radio, 
and 
many 
areas 
of 
the 
country 
are 
not 
even 
equipped to receive FM 
broadcasts. 
We certainly do not need 
more artificial regulations 
m anufacturers and con­ 
sumers. The market place 
should be the deciding factor 
for 
production 
and 
the 
consumer should have the 
final voice. 
I will vote against this AM- 
FM Bill when it comes to the 
House Floor for a vote. We 
should 
concentrate

Frequently Cashed Fraudulently 
Coupons Are Big Problem

Housewives and store clerks 
who cash in “cents off” 
coupons 
without 
actual 
purchase of the merchandise 
are costing manufacturers 
of grocery products an 
estimated $70 million a year. 
A new firm, The Market 
Shelf, has been formed by 
Ray Largo, a veteran ad­ 
vertising man, to handle 
coupon redemption, stop this 
huge loss and relieve the 
superm arkets of a costly 
burden. 
The G rocery M anufac­ 
turers Association believes 
25 per cent of the coupons

clothes, is a licensed bail 
bondsman, one of the few 
women in the risky business 
of financing felons. 
“ At times it’s been a little 
sticky,” said Ms. Harris, 
who started her own agency 
six years ago and now has 
two other female agents 
working 
for 
her. 
“ When 
someone jumps bond I have 
to go and pick them up and 
bring them back. Dubie 
rides with me. 
“ He sits in the back and 
watches every move. If a 
person should raise a hand at 
me, he’ll bite them. He’ll 
take them without a com­ 
mand. 
He’s 
trained 
that 
way. Of course, we always 
handcuff them and use the 
leg irons.” 
“ We’ve only had two skips 


in quite a few months,” she 
added. “We have a thorough 
office procedure to prevent 
that. We take pictures and 
fingerprints —the whole 
routine.” 
When a client misses a 
court date, Ms. Harris is off 
on his trail within minutes. 
“ It’s unfortunate for the 
police that they aren’t able 
to go immediately,” 
she 
said. “We don’t wait. Snap, 
boom and we’re gone.” 
She is secretive about her 
age, which is somewhere 
over 29. “ It hurts way down 
deep in my body,” she said.

Steven Rubow, a 
vice-president of Jewel Tea 
Co., has made his own study 
and says it costs super­ 
m arkets about 5 cents to 
redeem 
a 
coupon. 
The 
m an u factu rers currently 
allow the stores only 3 cents 
a coupon to cover costs. 
Largo set up Market Shelf 
to handle the problem for 24 
m ajor m arketers by taking 
over coupon redemption and 
doing it by mail. 
On these products, instead 
of redeeming her “cents off” 
coupons at the superm arket 
checking 
counter, 
the 
housewife pays full price for 
the products at the store and 
gets a “proof of purchase” 
certificate in return for each 
coupon. 
She 
m ails 
these 
c e r­ 
tificates to A C. Nielsen Co., 
m arketing and statistical 
firm, and they pay her in 
cash —$4 if she has used all 
the coupons sent to her in a 
single mailing and bought all 


the products. 
The 
M arket 
Shelf 
is 
limited to 24 non-competitive 
m ark eters. If it proves 
outstandingly successful, the 
idea likely will be adopted by 
other groups. 
The 
M arket 
Shelf 
redemption plan is being 
advertised in Family Circle 
and 
W oman’s 
Day 
magazines and in 
super­ 
market window posters. 
Since the refunds are to be 
made by mail, the Nielsen 
Co. will be able to provide 
the 
m anufacturers 
and 
m arketers of the products 
with the actual names and 
addresses of the purchasers 
as a bonus. 


The net redemption cost to 
the m anufacturer will be no 
more than that of the present 
method, Largo said, and the 
big wastage will be stopped. 
“The only people who will 
be 
unahappy 
with 
the 
Market Shelf plan will be 
those who have been ripping 
off 
the 
m arketers 
and 
m anufacturers by redeem ­ 
ing coupons without buying 
or selling the products,” 
Largo added. 
He says his plan is sure to 
succeed, partly because he is 
introducing it at a time when 
severe inflation is making all 
housewives eager to take 
advantage of any offer that 
saves (.hem a few pennies.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, nearing the end of 
his first year in the Cabinet, 
has come to the conclusion 
that he can no longer rush 
into every international 
crisis as a mediator between 
conflicting parties. 
Kissinger has spent most 
of the time since taking 
office ll months ago seeking 
to blunt the peril of conflict 
in various areas of the world, 
p articu larly 
the 
Middle 
East. He now acknowledges 
that while such a trouble­ 
shooting role may have been 
suitable when he was ser­ 
ving 
solely 
as 
special 
assistant to the president in 
foreign affairs, it is not 
particularly suitable for a 
Cabinet officer with broader 
responsibilities. 
The m atter of Kissinger’s 
role as a peacemaker came 
up earlier this week when he 
was 
asked 
w hether 
he 
planned to act later this year 
as an on-thespot mediator in 
an effort to bring about a 
m ilitary 
disengagem ent 
between Jordan and Israel 
similar to the arrangem ents 
he had made between Israel, 
on the one hand, and Egypt 
and Syria on the other. 
Kissinger said: “ I think 
that as a general practice a 
foreign 
government 
must 
not expect that every time 
there 
is 
a 
crisis, 
the 
secretary of state will come 
rushing into the area and 
spend all of his time settling 
that particular crisis. On 
that basis we could never 
conduct 
a 
consistent 
A m erican foreign policy. 
And it cannot become the 
rule that every 
issue 
is 
settled by the personal 
shuttle diplomacy of the 
secretary of state.” 
The secretary, who has 
made a considerable part of 
his reputation as a mediator 
by flying back and forth 
between w arring Middle 
East countries, said that he 
is prepared to go back to that 
area only if there is “an 


especially critical point” on 
which he might have to 
work. 
But he added, “ I do not 
think it is in the U.S. interest 
nor in the interests of the 
other countries to expect me 
personally to settle every 
issue no m atter where it 
arises.” 
He said the same principle 
applies to the question of 
whether he would become 
involved personally with on- 
thespot efforts to resolve the 
Cyprus crisis, a complicated 
diplom atic and m ilitary 
mess in which the United 
States previously has tried to 
play the role of peacemaker 
Kissinger set forth his idea 
of the limitations for U.S. 
action in both a military and 
diplomatic sense. He said, 
“the United States has never 
claimed and could not accept 
the proposition that it must 
stop every local w ar” or 
“redress any upset in any 
balance regardless of how it 
has occurred and where it 
has occurred.” 
K issin g e r’s 
re m a rk s 
m arked 
what 
many 
diplomatic observers con­ 
sider the beginning of a more 
dignified and less frenetic 
attitude on his part than that 
which 
has 
m arked 
his 
operation since he became 
secretary of state.

Shortages and predicted shortages of 
electricity in various parts of the country 
are causing many people to wonder, “Will 
there be enough electric power to meet my 
needs next month?

Before using a new flag 
turn in an extra hem at the end and stitch it on the machine 
several times. When that frays make another small hem. Ex­ 
tra stitching added at the top and bottom also helps. —

DEAR POLLY — I hope my Pointer will help Mary B. who 
has trouble with flags becoming frayed along the outer edge. 
Before flying a new flag cut white nylon net in a strip about 
two inches wide and slightly longer then the end of tne flag. 
Fold the edges of the net to the center as bias tape is folded 
and place this over the end of the flag, as you would bias 
tape. Zigzag stitch over it two or three times. The net and the 
sewing will become invisible and the flag will not w ear out 
nearly so soon. I have seen school flags so treated that stay 
perfect looking for as long as IO years. — CAROLINE. 
DEAR POLLY — An old m etal shoe horn m akes a fine 
m iniature spade or trowel to dig young plants from pots they 
are grown in. If they are sm all the plants can even be set out 
with this m inature garden tool. — MARY T. 
DEAR POLLY — Often you see someone striking a glass 
ja r cap across the edge with the handle of a knife to open the 
jar.
